Crawford County To Receive 
$19,000 in Forest Payments 


Congressman Bill Schuette announced that Crawford 
County will receive $19,835 as its share of fiscal year 1986 
national forest receipts. 

“I’m especially happy that this figure is based on an 
estimate of gross, not net, receipts,’’ Congressman Schuette 
said. Estimating payments based on net receipts - as some in 
the administration have proposed - would have meant a 
much lower payment to each county.” 

The payment represents 25% of gross national forest 
receipts from timber harvesting and other special uses in 
Crawford County. Interim payments representing 75% of the 
estimated total state share of national forest receipts will be 
made in October, with the balance to be paid in December. 


Each state is required by law to use its share of the 


receipts for public schools and roads.

3 County Commission Races 
Up for Grabs This Year 


Three Crawford County Commission seats 
will be contested this year and four com- 
missioners are unopposed in re-election 


- bids. : 


All seven current Crawford County Com- 
missioners are seeking re-election to two- 
year terms this fall. 

Jeannette Kitchen, district 1, Mary Har- 
land, district 2, John Miller, district 6, and 
Garland Joyce, district 7, are all running un- 
opposed for re-election. 

Incumbents Andie Neilson, Larry Mattis, 
and William Ruddy all face opposition in 
their bid for re-election. 

Neilson, district 3, is the only person on 
the Democratic side to file a petition placing 
his name on the primary ballot. On the 
Republican side, two persons filed petitions 
placing their names on the Republican 
ticket in the August primary. Earl Haight 
and Ervin Richter will face off in the August 
primary for the Repuglican nomination in 


district 3. The winner of the primary battle | 


will face Neilson in the November election. 


In district 4, Mattis filed a petition placing 
his name on the Democratic ticket in the 
August primary and Joseph Callewaert filed 
a petition placing his name on the Republi- 
can ticket in the August primary. They will 
face each other in the November election. 

In district 5, both Ruddy and former coun- 
ty commissioner Donald Welser filed peti- 
tions placing their names on the Republican 
ticket in the August primary. 

In other local races, in South Branch 
Township, acting Supervisor Arlen Huffman 
was the only person to file a petition to place 
his name on the ballot for a two-year term of 
South Branch Township Supervisor. Hufé- 
man will be on the Republican ticket. Huff- 
man was named acting supervisor Feb. 25th 
taking over for George Rybicki. 

Acting Supervisor William Coy was the 
only person to file a petition to place his 
name on the ballot for a two-year term of 
Maple Forest Supervisor. Coy will be on the 
Democratic ticket. He replaced Barbara 
Hunter Nov. 5. 


Low Voter Turnout 
Hurts Loeal Candidates 


The lowest voter turnout in decades in the 
annual school election Monday in the Craw- 
ford AuSable School District hurt local Kirt- 
land Community College and C.0.0.R. In- 
termediate candidates. 

Less than two percent of the school dis- 
tricts registered voters cast ballots Monday. 
Election worker Ruth Caid said it might 
have been the lowest percentage of voters to 
turn out since 1924. 

Only 193 voters turned in ballots Monday 
— 149 at the Grayling Middle School, 24 at 
the Frederic Elementary, and 20 at Lovells 
Township Hall. 

All three local candidates in the KCC and 
COOR races didn’t fare well. 

In the KCC election, incumbents George 
Frye (2,218 votes) and Charles Oppy (1,913) 


were re-elected to the board of trustees. 
May Lance also was elected with 2,074 
votes. Incumbent Robert Bovee, a Grayling 
resident, was fourth (1,726), Dale 
Sheltrown, a West Branch resident, was fif- 
th (1,425), and Timothy Branch, a Crawford 
AuSable teacher, was sixth (1,385). 

In the COOR election, incumbent Barbara 
Falconer (2,043) and George Curtis (2,210) 
were elected to the board. Kathleen Velten 
(1,846) was third and Grayling resident Gil 
Ruiz (792) was fourth. 

In the local Crawford AuSable School 
Board election, incumbent Fred Allen and 
newcomer Steve Langseth were elected to 
the board. Allen received 158 votes and 
Langseth received 132 votes as the only can- 
didates on the ballot. 


Grayling Group Fights 


Garbage Pail Cards 


A Grayling group is circulating petitions 
asking the Topps Company to stop printing 
Garbage Pail Kids bubble gum cards 
because they’re grotesque and degrade 
authority figures. 

“Some of them are funny, but some are 
awful,’’ said Lynette Corlew, one of the per- 
sons leading the group. ‘“There are pictures 
of a kid getting his head blown up, a batter- 
ed child, a dead child, a kid mugging some- 
one, kids with blood all over and bones 
smashed. These cards teach disrespect for 
authority figures. They slam the govern- 
ment, mothers and fathers, teachers, and 
doctors. One doctor I talked to feels these 
cards definitely have a psychological effect 
on children,” 

The group held their first meeting Friday 
attended by ten persons, mostly concerned 
parents. Twelve others called, saying they 
couldn’t attend the meeting but offered to 
circulate petitions. 

The group has already talked to most 
storeowners in Grayling about not selling 
the cards. Two of the biggest retaii stores 
here, Ben Franklin Family Center and 


K mart, told Corlew they will not have the 
cards for sale anymore. 

“It’s very impressive to see people taking 
a stand on this,”’ said Corlew. ‘‘So many of 
the parents I’ve talked to didn’t realize the 
cards were on the market. Many of them 
said their kids bought the cards at the candy 
counter and hid them from their parents.” 

‘At least you can control the television in 
your own home, but these cards can be 
bought at a candy counter without parents 
knowing about it. These cards are bad 
enough, but we’re also worried about what 
comes next.”’ 

Corlew talked to the Topps Company 
headquarters and they said if there is a 
problem, put it in writing and send them a 
letter. 

Other parts of the country are joining in 
the protest against the cards, Corlew said. 
Government officials in Virginia have even 
asked for the removal of cards from candy 
counters,

Q & A with 16th Circuit Court Judge Alton T. Davis 


46th Circuit Court Judge Alton T. Davis, 
elected to a newly created judgeship a year 
and a half ago, has been in the spotlight re- 
cently presiding over such difficult cases as 
the no-kill injunction request and _first- 
degree criminal sexual assaults. Avalanche 
reporter Jon Thompson asked Judge Davis 
about his first 18 months of service. 


Q. In your view, what qualities does it take 
to be a good judge? 


A. The first thing is that you have to be 
patient, you have to be more willing to listen 
than eager to speak, and you have to be will- 
ing to take the tirne to thoroughly digest 
whatever the matter is before you and “o 
the research necessary to be well grounded 
in the legal dynamics of the problems before 
you make a decision. 


Q. Have you had sufficient time to review 
each case? How is the case load in the 46th 
circuit? 


A. Things are working out well. J 
generally do have sufficient time. On any 
occasion when I don’t have the time, I re- 
serve judgment on something and litigants 
simply have to wait until 1 do have the time. 
That normally occurs when I’ve spent a fair- 
ly long stretch on the bench — either 
because of trial or some other miscella- 
neous matters — and have not been able to 
spend time in the office doing research or 
writing opinions. 

The case load generally is down about 100 
cases from where we started (approximate- 
ly 1,200 cases). So we’re making some prog- 
ress on the backlog. We should be current 
within a year to a year and a half on civil 
cases. The criminal docket is current and 
most criminal cases, with very few excep- 
tions, are being tried within six months after 
the date they’re brought before us. 


Q. Was the no-kill injunction hearing, with 
all the publicity and the courtroom full of 
emotional people, tougher for you than a 
criminal case? 

A. No. At the bottom line you’re talking 
about fish instead of people and it’s not 
ultimately the emotional drain that you can 
get into when you're trying to decide some- 
one’s future. I myself — and I suspect this is 
true with most judges — do not deliberately 
go out of the way to look for the publicity 
side of any issue. I don’t spend a lot of time 
reading the newspapers when something’s 
controversial like that so I’m not influenced 
by the publicity. 


Q. I was in the courtroom the day you 
gave a life sentence to a person convicted of 
first degree criminal sexual assault. While a 
lot of people in the community agreed with 
your action and supported you, when it 
comes right down to it, there’s only the 
judge up there handing out the sentence. 
That has to be awfully tough on a judge. 

A. There’s no question that you’re the only 
one taking the action at that point — the re- 
sponsibility is yours — and that was, without 
question, one of the most difficult things I’ve 
had to do yet. I felt obviously that it was 
warranted or I wouldn’t have done it. 

.. It’s a shame, but we are plagued 


recently with criminal sexual conduct 
cases. I don’t have any particular reason as 
to why that’s happening but we certainly 
have a spate of them and it’s not just this 
county, it’s in all three counties, it’s around 
the circuit. And something has to be done 
about that. In the final analysis, if you can’t 
do anything else, you have to take the of- 
fenders off the street as long as you possibly 
can, where that is the final appropriate 
resolution. 


Q. You're a popular judge, a lot of people 
say you’re doing a fine job, and some say 
you seem to be a natural judge. Yet looking 
at the tough things a judge has to do, it 
seems like it would be hard for anyone to be 
a judge? 

A. It is. It’s always hard to sit in judg- 
ment on anything. You’re either affecting 
someone’s property rights, or actually af- 
fecting their liberty, or you’re affecting 
what access, if any, they’re going to have to 
their children. All of those things are at the 
very core of what most people live for. So 
you can come up with some real difficult 
circumstances. Soapy Williams, by the way, 
says — and I think he’s right — judges are 
made, not born. It’s something that you 
work at constantly, there’s always room for 
improving, and you’re getting an education 
every day.

I enjoy it. I had 11 years of law practice 
before I came to the bench so I’m familiar 
with legal proceedings, and I worked for a 
federal judge for two years in Detroit. I was 
able to see behind the scenes what his prob- 
lems were and how he conducted his busi- 
ness. And I’ve got an excellent senior judge 
to rely on in this circuit — Judge William 
Porter — which makes things better. 

Like anyone in a position te have to make 
a decision, you’ve got to bear the burden of 
the decision. When I finally make a decision, 
I try to make a decision that I’m comfort- 
able with, so I don’t take it home with me 
and I don’t have to worry ahout it. 


Q, You were elected to an cight-year term 
in November of 1984. What are your plans 
when your term ends? . 

A. It’s awful hard to project six years into 
the future where you're going to be, but my 
present intention is to serve out the remain- 
der of my term and run for another six-year 
term.

: Residential and business customers will 
pay access charges for long distance calls 
within Michigan under orders issued 
recently by the Public Service Com- 
mission.

BUT THINGS LOOK rosy for Chrysler at 
this point. His campaign has momentum, 
and he is now recognized as a formidable 
candidate for governor — a posture which 
was not the case at the outset, but which 
his campaign has built from point zero. 

However, he faces several possible 
perils, For example: 

—Chrysler needs a lot of study on the 
facts of state government, and the intri- 
cacies of the issues facing the state. His 
campaign so far has been pretty much per- 
sonality oriented. When he gets into issues, 
he tends to be a bit gummy. 

—Chrysler has refused state matching 
funds for his campaign, preferring instead 
to spend his own money and thus avoid 
limits on spending. This strategy has per- 
mitted the early and intensive advertising 
campaign which has brought his candi- 
dacy so far in so short a time. But there’s 
the other side of the coin, too. Will the 
voters decide something’s wrong with the 
whole thing if he’s willing to spend a 
million or so of his own dollars to win a 
puiitical ottice? How much is too much? 
How rich is too rich? It’s a legitimate, but 
unanswerable, question. 


—Some questions have arisen about 
Chrysler’s conduct of his business — an 
automobile customizing activity which 
Chrysler started from scratch and in 10 
years built into Livingston County’s 
largest employer. Along the way, he ap- 
parently neglected to pay state taxes on 
time several times, and he has been in- 
volved with some other business-related 
controversies, which, in a political setting, 
become fair game for public (and op- 


’ position) discussion. 


— Some other points might prove 
troublesome. For example, Chrysler was 
involved in a media fracas with State Rep. 
Nelson Saunders on whether Chrysler’s 
limousine ran into Saunders’ car in a capi- 
tol parking lot — and if it did, who was 
driving, Chrysler or a staff aide? Several 
versions floated around, and Chrysler 
seemed to be trying to dodge responsibil- 
ity. The incident itself is relatively un- 
important, except that it may indicate an 
insensitivity to publicity and the nuances 
of Chrysler’s new role as a public figure. 

There may be other possible problem 
areas, too, but those cited here have the 
potential for trouble for hard-charging 
Dick Chrysler. 

The Republican race is not over yet — 
not by a long shot.

Attorney General Files Suit in 
Groundwater Pollution Case 

Attorney General Frank Kelley has filed 
suit in federal district court in Grand 
Rapids seeking to recover for damages 
plus penalties and reimbursement of state 
funds to investigate and remedy ground- 
water pollution in the Battle Creek area. 

The action involves three contamination 
sites identified as sources of the toxic 
chemicals that polluted water in and 
around the Verona Well Field, which pro- 
vides the Battle Creek municipal water 
supply. 

The sites are the former Thomas Solvent 
Company Raymond Road Facility, the sol- 
vent company’s former annex facility and 
the Grand Trunk Western Railroad Mar- 
shalling Yard. 

The two solvent facilities were used to 
store and transfer solvents and other 
hazardous chemicals until 1984 at which 
time an earlier suit forced their closure. 
Grand Trunk has used chemicals for 
cleaning and maintenance in its marshail- 
ing yard. 

Kelley said that investigations by the 
Departments of Natural Resources and 
Public Health, along with the U.S. En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, have 
identified the sites as sources of 
“massive” groundwater pollution. 

The suit asks the court to order re- 
imbursement for the costs of investigative, 
enforcement and remedial actions, pay- 
ment of damages for the injuries to the 
state’s natural resources and payment of 
civil penalties of $10,000 for each day of 
violation of the state water pollution law. 

DNR Director Gordon E. Guyer said the 
suit reflects years of investigative and en- 
forcement work on the part of the depart- 
ment and the staff of the attorney 
general’s office. 

He said there would be a strengthening 
of the working relationship between the 
DNR and the attorney general’s office to 
further protect the environment. 

‘We will use all appropriate legal means 
to force those responsible to compensate 
the people of this state for clean-up costs 
and damages to our natural resources,”’ 


Guyer said.

Why Do They Behave That Way

When a stroke occurs, 

many parts of the patient’s 
body and personality maybe 
involved including the way a 
stroke victim behaves. 

A stroke or cerebral 
Vasculai accideni (CVA) 0c- 
curs when circulation to the 
brain cells has been affected 
causing brain injury. 

Frequently, the physical 
changes which occur as a 
consequence of stroke are 
understandable, but often 
the intellectual, behavioral 
and emotional changes 
which also occur are more 
difficult to understand and 
accept for the stroke 
patient’s family and friends. 

A stroke does not affect all 
individuals in the same way 
or all areas of the brain 
equally and stroke patients 
will behave differently ac- 
cording to the location, 
severity, type and how re- 
cently the stroke has oc- 
curred, _ 

Inappropriate crying, 
sloppiness in a formerly neat 
person and angry outbursts 
ina formerly even-tempered 
person are examples of what 
may occur aS a result of a 
stroke. 

A stroke occurring to the 
left-side of the brain may 
cause speech difficulties and 
anxious, hesitant or cautious 
behavior, 

When right-sided brain 
damage occurs, a stroke 
patient may have difficulty 
judging distance, size or 
speed of objects in their en- 
vironment, suffer memory 
loss and respond or act im- 
pulsively. 

Additionally, the stroke 
patient may experience frus- 
tration, disappointment and 
confusion as a result of 
changes in physical capaci- 
ties and appear uncoopera- 
tive or moody. 

Each stroke patient is uni- 
que as is the family to which 
he or she belongs, but one

The so-called Wakeley 
Lake property located in 
east central Crawford Coun- 
ty has recently passed into 
public domain through pur- 
chase by the U.S. Forest Ser- 
vice.

Sugariless Jams, Jellies 
Are Sweet Solution 


By Gail Edwards,

People who want to reduce 
the sugar in their diet often 
believe they must give up 
sweets, including jams and 
jellies. Instead of doing with- 
out, it’s possible to make 
jams and jellies without 
sugar. The results will be 
slightly different but should 
be acceptable. 

Sugar is an important 
ingredient in making jams 
and jellies. It helps gel for- 
mation, serves as a pre- 
serving agent and contri- 
butes to the flavor and tex- 
ture. Jams and jellies made 
without sugar tend to resem- 
hle more of a fruit-gelatin 


dessert than a true jam or. 


jelly. Also, they must be 
stored in the refrigerator to 


prevent mold spoilage. (It is 
possible, however, to freeze

or jam any time.) 


Sugarless jams and jellies 
are gelled with unflavored 
gelatin, pectin or a special 
gelling mixture. They are 
sometimes sweetened with a 
non-nutritive sweetener, 
Aspartame, a new sweeten- 
er, can be used, but its 
sweetness is lost at high 
temperatures. It needs to be 
added after cooking or heat- 
ing. 


Regular jams and jellies 
have 50 to 55 calories per 
tablespoon. Jams made with 
artificial sweeteners have 
only one-fourth to one-third 
as many calories.

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The Michigan Lottery annually pro- 
vides players with millions of cash 
prizes, but it is those prizes of a million 
dollars or more that most intrigue 
people. 

We surveyed nearly 100 Michigan 
Lottery millionaires tosee what itis like 
to win such a large prize. The results 
were interesting. 


Q: Do the big winners usually go on 
spending sprees? 

A: Few winners, if any, reported going 
on spending binges. [n fact, most sought 
professional financial counseling to 
make pians for their newfound wealth. 


Q: What type of plans did mast 
make? 

A: Most said the best part about win- 
ning was the financial security it pro- 
vided. The majority got involved in 
investment programs, Others estab- 
lished trust funds for children or began 
savings programs. 


Q: What did most of the millionaires 
do with their first annual payment? 
A: Purchasing a new car. was the most 
frequent response. Paying bills, sharing 
the prize with family members and 
making charitable donations followed. 


Q: Is it true that most of the winners 
quit their jobs? 

A: No. Most planned to continue work- 
ing, though a significant portion 
planned early retirement. Some were 
retired at the time of their win. The 
smallest portion retired after winning. 


Q: Do lottery millionaires usually 
retocate after winning? 

A: Nearly a third reported buying a new 
home in the same community or a 
nearby city. Most others remained inthe 
same dwelling. Only three percent 
moved out of state. 


Q: How did winners feel about their 
contact with news media? 

A: About two-thirds of the respon- 

dents reported their experience to be 
enjoyable. 


Q: If that is so, then why don’t we see 
qr hear more about focal winners? 
A: The Lottery releases at least the 
name, home city and prize amount for 
winners of $5.000 or more in the instant, 
Lotto and Supor Lotto games. It is up to 
individual media whether they use this 
information. If you want to read or hear 
more about winners in your area, let 
your local media know.

Merbal Corner 


Some of the now-blooming 
flowers in the woods are pro- 
tected by law, so contact 
your nearst DNR Office for 
information on protected 
plant life. 

While taking your walks 
or recreating in the woods 
pick a few of those legal 
flowers that atiract your 
eye. Even some of those that 
stink will probably smell 
mildly fragrant when dried. 
Put these on wax paper or on 
an unfolded paper bag out of 
the sun but in circulating air- 
garage, maybe. Turn these 
petals and flowers occasion- 
ally and let them dry till they 
become very brittle then 
store them in an amber or 
colored jar. 

Do the same with fragrant 
mosses. Believe it or not 
those marigolds you are 
growing in your garden 
smell nice when dried. Pick 
a few pine needles or small 
cones from a walk you en- 


joyed with a friend or when, . 


you were in a peaceful mood. 
That Dill you bought for your 


pickles, pick a few leaves 
(trust me, darlin, just a few 
leaves will be enough) and 
dry them, too. 

Those wild roses blooming 
now will add color. Winter- 


green berries and leaves will 


add color as well as fra- 
grance. If you see an old 
White Birch Tree that is 
dead, peel a small amount of 
bark and cut it up. The white 
will, with some of your 
mosses, lighten your other 
pickings.

Since a lunar month 
is only 29 days long, the full 
moon dates shift from year 
to year, so old names best fit 
the season. ~ 

The full Strawberry Moon 
is this months moon with 
good reason, since the straw- 
berries are soon to ripen. 
The July moon was known as 


the Full Buck Moon, so. 


called because the new ant- 
lers of the buck deer appear. 


. July is sometimes called the 


Full Thunder Moon, because 
thunderstorms are most fre- 
quent. 

The August Moon was 
known as the Green Corn 
Moon, since the corn had 
reached the eating stage. 
Almost needless to say, the 
September Moon was and is 
still called the Harvest 


Moon. October brings the. 


Full Hunter’s Moon with the 
leaves falling and the deer 
getting fat; it is time to hunt. 

The Full Beaver Moon 
came in November since it 
was time to set traps for the 
beaver to make certain there 
was a supply of warm winter 
furs. December was the Full 
Cold Moon, as. the nights 
were at the longest and the 
cold really got a grip on the 
land. In January the wolves 
howled hungrily outside the 
villages, so it was known as 
the Full Wolf Moon. 

Usually the heaviest snows 
fall in February, making 
hunting difficult, so it was 
called the Full Hunger 
Moon. In March the full Sap 
Moon marked the time for 
tapping the maple trees, 

The greening of the grass 
signaled the Full Sprouting 
Grass Moon, or the month of 
April. In May with flowers 
abundant nearly. every- 
where, the Full Flower Moon 
is an appropriate title. 

Every few years there is a 
thirteenth moon which has 
no native name. This moon is 
called a Blue Moon because 
it is quite rare.
